We have often wondered why some political figures 
were not as cartoon-worthy as others. The President of 
the United States is portrayed in hitter caricatures; 
Unshaven, with a nose a foot long, glassy eyes, looking 
completely stultified, day after day. Does this have to 
be the fate of a President? We think not. We think 
there is a limit to what cartoonists can legitimately do 
to the features of a President. 
But he is not alone among members of his Cabinet. 
Rogers, Connally and other members of the Cabinet 
and of the general establishment, Republican and 
Democratic, arc the subject of cartoons, though not so 
fierce as those of Mr. Nixon. 
All this would be nothing remarkable if the targets 
of 
pictorial 
criticism 
were 
not 
in 
one camp: 
Republican and conservative. We rarely, if ever, see 
cartoons of J. William Fulbright, Mike Mansfield, Dr. 
Henry A. Kissinger, Justice William O. Douglas, Dr. 
Benjamin Spock, John V. Lindsay, William Kunstler, 
W. Averell Harriman, Representative Shirley Chisholm, 
Senator Edward Kennedy, and others whose interests 
lie in the liberal or radical side of the political 
spectrum.

West. As the frontier moved westward Missouri became 
the gateway for trails leading west and for goods being 
funneled back to the East. Each stage of the colonial 
and territorial development is carefully examined in 
terms of the people and the events that led Missouri 
toward statehood. Resources played a major part in 
the growth of the state, as first the fur trade and later 
and more importantly the land, drew more and more 
settlers into the region. 
The Missouri Sesquicentennial History is under the 
general editorship of Professor William E. Parrish of 
Westminister College, Fulton, Missouri. Each of the 
five historians contributing volumes to the series is a 
specialist in his field.

MOTHER NATURE 
Man is the only creature capable of destroying the 
environment — his own and that of all other creatures. 
Yet man is the only creature that can care about 
preserving a haphazard arrangement of rocks on a 
mountainside. 
After a two-year study of the Great Stone Face on 
Cannon Mountain in New Hampshire, overlooking 
Franconia Notch, a team of government seismologists 
has reported on the condition of the state’s foremost 
tourist attraction. 
They found that the greatest danger to the stability 
of the famous profile was the wind blowing on the 
boulders and vibrating the turnbuckles that hold them 
together. (The turnbuckles were installed years ago to 
keep the profile from disintegrating.) 
The vibrations were eliminated by wedging supports 
under the turnbuckles. 
In addition to the wind, three other varieties of 
seismic phenomena could affect the rocks that make 
up the face. These are quarry blasts, earthquakes and 
nuclear explosions. 
None of these offers any appreciable threat to the 
rocks’ stability, say the sismologists. Earthquakes, 
particularly, are “a remote hazard” to the Old Man of 
the Mountains.

say their members oppose the merger of the 
two pro basketball leagues. 
Oscar Robertson of the NBA’s Milwaukee Bucks and Zelmo Beaty of the ABA’s 
Utah Stars told Congress Tuesday they will fight the merger bill until all players are 
allowed to negotiate contracts freely. 
Beaty’s testimony before the Senate Judiciary Subcommittee contradicted a 
statement made Monday by Larry Jones of the ABA’s Miami Floridians, who said “The 
ABA Players Association supports the legislation . . . . 
Robertson said NBA players are solidy 
against a system that allows them to 
negotiate with only one team.” 
A star with the Cincinnati Royals for 10 years until traded to the Bucks last year, 
Robertson said he plans to retire in 1973 when his current contract ends. 
“ I 
not stand to benefit financially by having the leagues continue to compete for 
my services,” he said, “but I do stand to benefit as a man. I do stand to benefit by seeing 
that the 300-some-odd ballplayers have an opportunity to be treated as . . . people.” 
Beaty said competitive bidding boosted his salary five-fold when he switched from 
the NBA’s Atlanta Hawks to the Stars. 
Beaty said the ABA Players Association could support a merger “only if it gave 
players the opportunity to freely negotiate for their services.” 
Debate over the controversial common draft, allowing a rookie to negotiate with 
only a specific club, and the reserve clause, binding a player to one team until sold or 
traded, has occupied much of the first two days of the hearing.

• the dollar into gold on Aug. 16 
I wrecked the system beyond 
hope 
of 
repair. 
What's 
necessary now, they say, is 
fundamental reform. 
UntU Aug. 16, the rules were 
that 
the 
dollar 
could 
be 
exchanged for gold at $36 an 
ounce 
and 
that 
all 
other 
currencies 
were 
convertible 
into the American dollar at 
fixed rates, Tlie fact that three 
major currencies - the German 
mark, the Dutch guilder and 
the Canadiam dollar - were 
"Floating” without a fixed par 
value at the time of Nixon’s

was evidence

Things were much simpler in 
the days of the full gold 
standard. All currencies were 
made of gold or backed by it in 
full. 
Any 
American citixen 
could take foreign coins and 
have them minted into legal 
tender for a modest fee. There 
was no exchange problem then, 
but the world economy and 
stable prices depended on an 
adequate, and ever-increasing, 
supply of gold. The supply had 
to keep abreast of the growth 
of business activity.

Utah Stars told Congress Tuesday they will fight the merger bill until ail players are 
allowed to negotiate contracts freely. 
Beaty’s testim ony before the Senate Judiciary Subcom m ittee contradicted a 
statem ent made Monday by Larry Jones of the ABA’s Miami Floridians, who said "The 
ABA Players Association supports the legislation . . . . 
Robertson said NBA players are solidy 
against a system that allows them to 
negotiate with only one team ." 
A star with the Cincinnati Royals for 10 years until traded to the Bucks last year, 
Robertson said he plans to retire in 1973 when his current contract ends. 
"I do not stand to benefit financially by having the leagues continue to com pete for 
my services,” he said, "b u t I do stand to benefit as a man. 1 do stand to benefit by seeing 
that the 300-some-odd ballplayers have an opportunity to be treated as . . . people." 
Beaty said com petitive bidding boosted his salary five-fold when he switched from 
the NBA’s Atlanta Hawks to the Stars.
